SENIOR PROFESSOR CHARLES DUNHAM ROSE 


Professor Rose is the senior member of the faculty, having been elected as 
professor of mathematics and astronomy in December, 1890. His birthplace 
is Martinsville, Indiana. Early in life, he pursue? special studies in, architect- 
‘ure, and after completing the high school course at Martinsville, entered De 
Pauw University, Greencastle, Indiana, where he received the Ph. B. in 1883. 

-After graduation, Professor Rose became civil engineer on the Panama 
canal, and subsequently pursued this vocation in his home town, in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, Erin, Tennesee, and in Noblesville, Indiana. He was also superin- 
tendent of construction of the Midland Railroad. In 1886 his alma mater con- 
ferred upon him the A. M. degree. 

Professor Rose is an acknowledged authority in his chosen field of mathe- 
matics. For several years, in addition to the work of his own department, he 
also had charge of the department of physics. Through all the term of his 
service, he has wielded an influence far reaching and potential, and has deserv- 
edly won the esteem and affection of hundreds of students, as well as of his 
colleagues in the faculty and of the citizens of the town. His life is a daily and 
generous service, and his Christianity is of the truly heroic type.

WILLIAM GORDON KLINE | 


Professor William Gordon Kline, the new head of the department of physical 
education, graduated from the Amboy, Illinois, high school as valedictorian of 
his class. He received the degree of A. B. from the University of Illinois in 
1906. During his high school course, he took part in all forms of athletics, and 
still holds the Lee county record for total of points won in the annual high 
school track and field meet. He won his “I” each of the four years he was a 
student in the University of Illinois. He played football during the entire uni- 
versity course, and appeared in the Illinois team against the University of 
Nebraska in 1905. He is probably best known as a track and field man. In 
1906 he made a total of forty-four points in competition with conference colleges. 
Some of his records in track and field work are as follows: High hurdles, 16; 
running broad jump, 22 feet 4 inches; high jump, 5 feet 5 inches; hundred yard 
dash, 10 1-5 seconds; 220 yards, 23 seconds; 440, 54 seconds; low hurdles, 26; 
discus, 122 feet. He played baseball three years in high school and summers 
during 1902-1906. He understands gymnasium work thoroughly. 

Professor Kline taught one year in the Waukegan, Illinois, high school, 
where he had charge of physical training. For three years prior to coming to 
the Nebraska Wesleyan University, he was professor of history and. physical 
training in Hedding College, Abingdon, Illinois. 

Since coming to Nebraska Wesleyan University, Professor Kline has main- 
tained an excellent record, both as a thoroughly competent coach and as a man 
of sterling character. He has built up a strong football team which has won 
all the games on the season’s ponte thus securing the Nebraska intercollegi- 
ate championship. 

In addition to his work in physical education, Professor Kline has charge 
of one of the Bible classes of the Young Men’s Christian Association. 
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CLARENCE AUSTIN MORROW 


Professor Clarence Austin Morrow, the new head of the department of 
chemistry, received the B. S. degree from Ohio Wesleyan University in 1906, and 
the degree of A. M. from Oberlin College in 1909. Throughout his college course 
he specialized in chemistry, selecting physics as his minor. He was assistant 
in chemistry in Oberlin College for two years, and acting head of the depart- 
ments of chemistry and physics in Doane College for one year. 

During the past year, Professor Morrow was a graduate student in chemis- 
try in the University of Pennsylvania, where he holds the Harrison scholarship 
in chemistry. 

In training, scholarship, Christian character and magnetic personality, Prof- 
essor Morrow is well qualified for his position, in which he is already achieving 
notable success. In addition to the exacting duties of his department, Professor 
Morrow is conducting a mission study class in connection with the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. 


NINA MAY COWAN 


Miss Nina May Cowan, the new instructor in Latin and director of physica! 
training for women, received the degree of A. B. from Ottawa University in 
1909, where she majored in Latin and minored in German. For two years she 
was instructor in Latin and German in the Buchanan high school at Troy, Miss- 
ouri. While attending the Ottawa University she took four years’ training in 
physical culture. Her preparation enables her to talk instructively on sanita- 
tion, hygiene and personal questions. She took an active part in all forms of 
girls’ athletics during her university course. She was manager of the girl’s bas- 
ketball team one year, captain two years, and she played center four years. 

In 1908-09, Miss Cowan was a member of the O. U. tennis team. She 
coached the girl’s basketball team at Troy two years, and for the past two sum- 
mers has been physical director of the Girls’ Club of the Ottawa Chautauqua 
Assembly.

Dean McProud read a paper before the department of teachers of education on 
the subject, “Professional Teachers in Nebraska, as Qualified by Educational 
Departments of Colleges.” Professor J. C. Jensen read a paper before the sci- 
ence section on, “The Relative Place of the Sciences in the Public Schools.” 
Professor H. B. Latimer read a paper before the biological section on, “Function 
of the Biological Section in the State Teachers’ Association: the Physiological 
Aspect.” C. H. Miller, a graduate of the Conservatory of Music, read a paper 
before the music section on “The Boy Voice”. Nita Beck, ’09, discussed “Subject 
Matter and Laboratory Equipment in Physiology” before the biological section. 
John E. Talbot, 710, discussed “Teleological Culture” at the high school section. 
At the meeting of the physical science section, Lucius I. Frisbie discussed the 
subject, “Necessary Apparatus for the Physical Laboratory.” Chancellor Fulmer 
was elected secretary of the college section, Dean McProud president of the de- 
partment of teachers of education, Professor Jensen, secretary of the physical 
science section, and Professor Bishop a member of the executive committee. The 
university held an informal luncheon at the hotel Rome, where Chancellor Ful- 
mer acted as toastmaster. Speeches were made by State Superintendent Delzell, 
Dr. G. W. A. Luckey, of the University of Nebraska, and a number of the alumni. 
About sixty were in attendance. 


PROHIBITION ORATORICAL ASSOCIATION 


The purpose of this organization is to make a systematic study of the liquor 
problem. In connection with the national intercollegiate association, it offers its 
members the widest possible range of information. To inspire a greater interest 
in the work, a series of contests is arranged each year. A first prize of twenty- 
five dollars is offered, a second of fifteen, and a third prize of ten dollars. In 
the state contest, the prize is twenty-five dollars;in the inter-state, fifty dollars; 
in the national, one hundred dollars. 
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UNIVERSITY BAND 

The University Band is now composed of fifty pieces, the instruments being 
as follows: one piccolo, one E flat clarinet, twelve B flat clarinets, one alto sax- 
ophone, one tenor saxophone, nine B flat cornets, seven altos, six slide trom- 
bones, two tenors, one B flat bass, two baritones, three basses, three snare drums, 
and one bass drum. The band practices three times weekly under the super- 
vision of Director Greene. 

Nearly all of last year’s players have returned, and the band has been 
greatly strengthened by the addition of several new members who have had con- 
siderable experience in band work. The first home concert will be given just 
before the Christmas vacation The members of the band are expecting to pur- 
chase some new uniforms in the near future. Later in the year, additional 
concerts will be given in adjoining towns. The services of the band are offered 
for special occasions, especially those of a patriotic nature. 

Director Greene has also organized an orchestra composed of fifteen mem- 
bers. He is arranging for a series of concerts to be given at intervals during 
“che year. 


DEBATING ASSOCIATION 


‘Another important feature of university life is debate. The educated man 
should ‘be able to /reason logically, and to forcibly present his thoughts in ex- 
temporaneous delivery, He should also inform himself on the vital questions of 
the day, and each, year.make an exhaustive study of at least one of the main 
issues before the p¢ople. These are some of the advantages accruing to the 
debaters of the university. 

Last year, an intense interest was manifested both in the student body and 
among the debaters. The interclass debates were sharp and spirited. Twenty- 
two freshmen, twelve sophomores, and a proportionate number from the upper 
‘classes entered the preliminaries. In the Washburn-Wesleyan debate, the latter 
was awarded first place. 

The question to be debated this year is: Resolved, that the tariff of the 
United States should be determined by a non partisan board of tariff experts. 
‘The freshmen and seniors have chosen the affirmative, and the sophomores and 
juniors the negative. The association is arranging to debate with South Dakota 
‘Wesleyan, Morningside College, Washburn, and the University of Omaha. 

Two hours of credit are allowed each intercollegiate debater. In addition, 
each receives a watch fob bearing the seal of the university and the word 
“Debate”. A beautiful pennant is awarded the class which excels in the inter- 
class series. 


FOOTBALL 
Under the direction of the new physical director, Professor W. G. Kline, 
the football team had a remarkably successful season, resulting as follows: 
‘Wesleyan 2, Grand Island 0; Wesleyan 11, Cotner 0; Wesleyan 13, Highland Park 
0; Wesleyan 6, Doane 0; Wesleyan 16, Bellevue 5; Wesleyan 12, Hastings 5; 
‘Wesleyan 33, Cotner 0. 
This record entitles the university to the Nebraska Intercollegiate football 
‘championship.

The class of 1915 recently presented to the university sixteen football blank- 
ets for the use of the team. The blankets are brown with gold borders, and 
each blanket has a large “W” in gold in the center. 
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ORATORICAL ASSUUCLATION 


Oratory is justly considered one of the most important and educative feat- 
ures of university life. The training it affords in giving proper expression to the 
power acquired by a college course cannot be overestimated. Last year for the 
fifth time, the university won first place in the state oratorical contest, the suc- 
cessful contestant being Mr. William A. Crossland of the class of 1911. 

The Oratorical Association is permanently established, having a constitution 
and officers elected from the college classes. Eight students will participate in 
the local contest, where a first prize of thirty dollars is offered by the associa- 
tion, ten dollars by Chancellor-Emeritus Huntington, and fifteen dollars worth of 
lessons by Director Knox of the School of Expression and Oratory. A second 
prize of twenty dollars is offered by the association, and five dollars by Chancel- 
lor-Emeritus Huntington. In the state contest, the first prize is fifty dollars. 


GLEE CLUB 


The Glee Club is one of the most effective organizations of the university. 


For some years past it has given’concerts at home and abroad, and has won for 


itself an enviable reputation. It is'a:powerful medium in the university, both as 
a-means of training for the men who enter the work, and as a factor in making 
the institution better known to’its friends and patrons. 

The club has grown in membership ‘until it now has a roster of twenty-four. 
Twenty men will make the itinerary ofthe club, while the full number will fill 
some of the engagements. 

The director, Mr. H. Aden Enyearh of the Conservatory of Music, is spending 
three hours per week in training the members”in the-rendering of programs of 
exceptional merit. The first tour of the season will be made’ at. Christmas time, 
when a series of concerts will be given in different parts of the state. Several 
new features have been added: this year that are of especial interest, some of 
them being, “The Bottliers”’ and “The Farmers’ Band”, while Mr. Earl Scott, a 
member of the club and a student in the School of Expression and Oratory, will 
also appear on the programs as reader. i 


ENROLLMENT 


In this year when the enrollment:'of so:many of the institutions of the state 
is falling off, it is gratifying» to note that that of the: Nebraska Wesleyan Uni- 
versity is on the increase. The enrollment in the university has increased 3 per 
cent over that of a year ago, and‘15 per cent in the College of Liberal Arts.
